Enormous Endowment for 
Higher Education, to Be Paid 
First of October. 


SMALLER INSTITUTIONS 
TO RECEIVE FIRST AID 


Donor Designs Especially to 
Promote Growth of Strug- 
_gling Schools—No Denomina- 
tion to Be Favored. 


NEW YORK, June %.—John D. 
Rockefeller will give $10,000,000 Oct. 1 to 
the cause of higher education. 

Though e endowment may be 
utilized for the benefit of any institu- 
tion, from the greatest to the smallest, 
it is designed especially to be devoted 
to the assistance of the schools dis- 
tinguished from the greater universities. 

The gift is available for denomination- 
al as well as for non-sectarian schools, 
though the funds will be employed with- 
out sectarian distinction. 

The General Education Board, an in- 
‘stitution in the formation of which 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. was largely in- 
strumental, is given contro] of the en- 


dowment. The members of the board

Royal Offer Made. 

“T em authorized by Mr. Rockefeller 
today,”’ wrote Mr. Gates, in a letter to 
Dr. Wallace Butterick of the board, 
“that he will contribute to the General 
Education Board $10,000,000 to be paid 
Oct. 1 In cash or, at his option, in in- 
come-producing securities at their mar- 
ket value, the principal to be held in 
perpetuity as a foundation for educa- 
tion, the income to be distributed to or 


}used for the benefit of such institutions 


of learning, at such times, in such 


amounts, for such purposes and under 
such conditions, or employed in such 
other ways as the board may deem best 
adapted to promote 4 comprehensive 
system of higher education in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Immediately after the formation of 
the General Education Board in 1902 a 
$1,000,000 gift was passed over to it from 
Mr. Rockefeller, especially designed for 
the promotion of educational work in 
the South. 

The present endowment differs from 
the first gift to the board ih several 
particulars. 

The principal of the $1,000,000 could be 
distributed. Only the interest of the 
prosent gift is available. 

The first gift was designed to be used 
exclusively in the Southern States. The 
present one may be used throughout 
the United States. 

The first gift could be used for com- 
mon schools and secondary education. 
The second one is confined to higher 


education. 


Will Aid Best Schools. 

In distributing the funds the board is 
to alm especially to favor those institu- 
tiona which are well located and which 
have already a constituency sufficiently 
strong to secure permanence and power. 
No attempt will be made to resuscitate 
moribund schools or to assist institu- 
tions so located that they cannot institu- 
ise to be permanently useful. 

Within these limits there are no re- 
ie as to the use of the income. 
It may used for endowment, for 
buildings, for current expenses, for 
debts, for apparatus .or for any other 
urpose which may be found most serv~ 

ceable. 

It jie known that Mr. Rockefeller has 
had this gift in contemplation for a long 
time and Mr. Gates has been studying 

in his behalf for many

“The Western Union is now transmit- 
ting and will continue to transmit mes- 
Sages received at the racetrack. Why 
not? We are not concerned. with the 
contents of the message, unless it con- 
tains improper language. 

“If @ message to St. Louis from some 
outside point calling for a bet on a 
horse race or in connection with pre- 
valling odds on a race is received we 
will send it. If we didn’t the sender 
would have the right to sue us for 
damages.’’ 

Supt. B. J. Frankel of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., made the above 
statement to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday morning in response to a q 


as, to whether,.in view of the opera*{ 


tion of the new anti-poolselling law, his 
company would continue to supply out- 
side poolrooms with betting informa- 
tion, received for transmission by the 
Western Union, at the Delmar Race- 
track. 

“The Western Union Co. itself is not 
in any sense engaged in the poolroom 
business,’ added Mr. Frankel. 

“Is it true that your company pays 
the Delmar Jockey Club $18,000 a month 
for the privilege of maintaining its wire 
at the racetrack?’ was asked. 

‘There is no truth whatever in that,"’ 
Mr. Frankel answered. 

About % poolrooms, located in Chi- 
cago, Memphis, Hot Springs, New Or- 
leans and other places, are in direct 
communication with the betting ring at 
the Delmar track. 

Mr. Frankel contends that the West- 
ern Union is not responsible for the 
fact that messages sent from there may 
contain the betting odds or tips or any- 
thing of that nature bearing on the 
races.

St. things unpleasant for the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. in New. York, 
where that corporation was actually 
engaged in the business of supplying 
poolrooms throughout the country with 
racetrack “‘dope,’’ each poolroom being 
charged a stipulated sum per day by 
the telegraph company. 

Finally the directors of the Western 
Union company, urged by Helen Gould, 
whose brother George is one of the 
largest stockholders in the company, 
instructed President Clowry to dis- 
continue the betting feature and not to 
send out wagers on the result of races 
in the future. 

While this rule is thought to be in 
effect now, the fact that information 
may be furnished to the poolrooms over 
the Western Union wires by any 
cutsider, makes the rule a practical 
dead letter.

tire city to the ground. Lanrgé: ‘bodies 
of military are guarding the approaches 
to the harbor, while others are en- 
camped in tents in pulWic squargs or 
detailed as guards of bunks and offi- 
cial bulldingas Thré ® more regingents f 
of cavairy and a régiment of infantry 
arrived last night. In the meantime the 
city echoes “with véleys ur blank’ cart- 
ridges, which are firea vver the heads 
of the moving crowds as a warning. 

All of yesterday an attack by tbe 
mutineers had-~“been expected, but ay 
hours passed it was concluded by those 
on shore that. the mutineers were sav- 
ing their ammunition for the ships that 
have been ordered from Sevastopol to 
capture them. As night came on and 
no ships had appeared the Potemk nas 
crew became impatient and opened fire 
on the city. 

The first shell struck a house in 
Nyesjinskaya street and the second fell 
on a brewery. 

In the walls of both’ buildings large 
holes 6 yards wide by 8 yards high 
were torn. So far there has been no 
more firing. 


A tugboat which arrived with a com- 
mission to investigate the condition of 
affairs proceeded, flying the Red Cross 
flag, to the opposite side of the bay, 
and reported that two warships were 
lying opposite a little fountain at the 
harbor end of one of the main streets. 

A great army of revolutionists, fully 
1000 strong, overcame the military cor- 
dows, made for the wharves, armed w.th 
petroleum torches, benzine, tow—with 
everything that will burn easiest. 

With frantic yells they rushed to the 
buildings along the quays, and soon 
great fires were blazing flercely. 

The torches were applied, too, to the 
timber trestles supporting the elevated 
railway, and the whole structure was 
quickly enveloped in flames. 

As railway wagons took tire and fell 
through the charred trestles to the 
streets they set fire to the houses, fac- 
tories and stores beneath and quickly 
turned the sea front into a glowing 
ring of fire. 

The conflagration spread rapidly in 
all directions until fully a mile of build- 
ings was blaging furiously. Meanwhile 
the yells of the mob, the roar of the 
fiames, the crack of falling buildings, 
mingled with the rattle of musketry 
from the military who were now ap- 
pearing on the scene in strong force 
went to make up an indescribable pan- 
demonium.

The only portion which escaped the rav- 
ages of the conflagration was the quar- 
}antine harbor. 

Before his funeral the body of Sallor 
Omiltehuk lay on the quay, covered 
with a small tarpaulin tent. Six of the 
mutineers, strongly armed, guarded the 
coffin. 

A continuous stream of exasperated 
citizens passed the body, uttering vio- 
lent outerys against the Government.

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Hcspital Was Crazed 


Daughter's Condition—Culprit Surrenders. 


Henry L. Harris, who escaped from 
the St. Louls Free Children's Hospital 
Thursday carrying his very ill 4-year- 
oid daughter, after a clash with the 
physicians of the hospital in which, it 
is ulieged, he shot Dr. UM. M. Morrow,, 
walked into the office of Chief of Police 
Kiely Friday and gave himself up. 

He denied having shot Dr. Morrow. 
He said he had been with his. family a. 
the home of his sister-in-law since the 
occurrence at the hospital. 

Harris declares that he had only a4 
toy pistol for shooting 22-caliber blank 
cartridges and that he did not even 
snap this at Dr. Morrow. Dr. Merrow 
and Dr. Rotteck struck at him, he 
suys, knocking his hat off, but he dia 
not strike either of them. Harris says 
that his action at the hospital was 
prompted by extreme anxiety about his 
child and the fear that it was not re- 
ceiving proper attention at the free 
hospital, 

Harris at the Four Courts holdover 
told that he had talked to two detec- 
tives who were looking for him Thurs- 
duy afternoon. 

“T gaid, ‘You're looking for Harris, 
aren't. you?’’”’ he said. 

“I told them I did not know where 
he was but could guarantee that he 
would give himself up Friday. They 
asked me to describe him and I de- 
scribed myself carefully. Then they 
said, 

“*NOo, you're wrong; 
mustache.’ 

“I told them my name was Henry 
Lewis. Those are my first two names. 
Il kept my word and came in today. 

“I was with the baby all night and 
saw her just before I came to the po- 
lice station. I'm afraid little Dora will 
not live.” 

“My ltusband had scarcely slept for 
weeks, worrying over Dora's illness. He 
believed that they were not making 
proper efforts to help her at the hos- 
pital and he wanted to take her away, 
Some of the things the doctors said 
while we were there frightened him 
more and I don’t think he was account- 
able for his actions. He has been almost 
crazy since it happened.’’ 

Mrs. H. L. Harris, wife of the man 
said this to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday in defense of her hus- 
band’s strange conduct. 


She was found on the third floor of 
a tenement house at Eighth and Wash 
streets, where she had taken her fam- 
ily of five children to’live for the time 
with the family of a friend named Levi- 
son. 
in two rooms. The little girl, after the 
wild dash through the streets, dressed 
only in her night clothes, Nes critically 
iil now in one of these two crowded 
rooms. 


Mother Terribly Distressed. 

Mrs. Harris, who is a neat little wom- 
an, possessed of attractiveness ordina- 
rily, seemed terribly distressed ove: the 
occurrence at the hospital. 

“It was wrong, I know now,” she 
said, “but he was so excited. My hus- 
band realizes that he made a mistake 
but he hardly knew what he was do- 
ing.” 

She told of their worry over their 
daughter's illness,. of trying. different 
physicians, of taking it to the Cen- 
tenary Hospital and then removing it 
because they feared an operation and of 
taking it to a physician who said he 
could cure the girl without an opera- 
tion. Finally, she said, this physician 
gave their daughter up and said ‘she 
should be taken to a hospital for an 
operation. They took her to the Free 
Children's Hospital, she said. because

BY EXTREME YOUTH 


Former Prisoner Tells of Many 
Hunting Trips With Aborig- 
ines and the Manufacture of 
Poisoned Arrows.

GUTHRIE, O. T., June %.—The re- 
cent buffalo hunt and wild West sports 
at the “101 Ranch,” in Northern Okla- 
homa, for the entertainment of the dele- 
gates to the National Editorial Asso- 
clation. has resulted in bringing out 
the interesting life-story of one of the 
visitors, John B. Polston, a business 
man of Davis, I. T., who for more than 
four years lived as a captive with the 
Comanche. Indians. 

“T was taken captive.by this tribe 
when I was 15 years old,"’ Polston said, 
“and remained with them four years, 
being treated in every way just like one 
of the Comanche youths. They found 
me on Elm Creek, about % miles from 
Fort Griffin, Tex., in the spring of 1867. 
At the time I was herding saddle horses 
owned by Merchant & Taylor, cattie 
men at Pilot Point, and as I was alone 
the Comanches had no trouble whatever 
in surrounding and capturing me. 

“My youth, of course, saved my life. 
for the Indians were on a raid, and had 
with them over a thousand head of 
horres which they had stolen from the 
farmers and ranchers of Texas. It was 
only about 100 miles to the Indian Ter- 
ritory line, and the Indians made 
rect for their reservation after taking 
in cherge the 40 horses which I was in 
charge of. 

“I never rode so fast in all my life. 
We kept changing horses all day, leav- 
ing the worn-out animals along the 
trali. In this war party were fully 200 
Comanches. We swam Red River 
with the herd and then feN from the 
horses to the ground for a night's 
sicep. The Comanches had been two 
Gays and two nights out without sleep 
and on the run al! the time. The Mer- 
ehant and Taylor cow camp wag lIo- 
cated on the old til, usually folbéwed 
by the Indians when on a raid, and 
' during every full moon in the spring 
of the year we would have .more . 
less trouble with them. 

“At the time | was captured they had 
#evenu fresh scalps with them and when 
their home camp was reached they had 
@ grand old dance under those bloody 
wur trophies.

gineer on the Panama Canal. The 
yearly salary will be $30,000, $5000 more 
than was paid to Mr. Wallace. 

Prior to his connection with the’ Rock 
Island Mr. Stevens was vice-president 
of the Great Northern Railroad. After 
leaving the former system he was ap- 
pointed as an expert for the Govern- 
ment to visit Manila with Secretary of 
War Taft to report on tne feasfbility 
of constructing about 1000 miles of rail- 
road to the Philippines. In view of 
the latest developments this trip has 


been abandoned. 

Neither President Roosevelt nor Bec- 
retary of War Taft is attempting to 
conceal his tndignation at Engineer 
Wallace’s action. When he informed 
the administration, on his return to 
this country from Panama, that he 
meant to leave the Government ser- 
vice, Mr. Wallace expressed a willing- 
ness to continue as a member of the 
commission and to devote a consider- 
able part of his time for tne next two 
months to the completion of his annua! 
report. 


Taft Very Angry. 


Secretary Taft, however, demanded an 
immediate resignation and the engineer 
accordingly promptly retired, as chie: 
engineer of the canal, member of the 
Isthmian Commission and vice-president 
fand general manager of the Panama 
Railroad. 

The President accepted the resignation 
with a curt letter to Mr. Wallace, in 
which he said that, with his entire ap- 
proval, it would take place at once, as 
Suggested by Secretary Taft. 

In his interview with Mr. Taft Mr. 
Wallace said that as he understood it. 
the right reserved by the President to 
remove any member of the commis- 
sion at any time gave him the same 
right to retire whenever he saw fit 
and that he did not consider that he 
was violating any obligation in resign- 
ing to accept the offer of a position 
which he coaid not in justice to him- 
self refuse. Mr. Taft took the opp® 
cite view and epressed himself ver; 
positively and plainly. 

Iie tvld Mr. Wallace that he was 
bound by honor to continue his duties 
for a vear at least, so that a succes- 
sor could be selected or prepsred for 
the great duties of the office, and that 
in ae pe 80 precipitately he had 
violated a sacred allegiance to the Gov.- 


ernment. , 

“For mere hucre,”’ said Mr. Taft, 
“wou change your position over nigh: 
without thought of the embarra sing 
position tn which you place your Gov- 


erninent.”’ 
Compromise Is Refused. 


To talk about Mr. Wallace remain. 
ing a member of the commission in 
any capacity would be dickering, and 
he refused to dicker on, such an im- 
portant matter, 

Mr. Wallace's resignation leaves the 
construction of the canal without a 
head, and the work will necessarily be 
crippled until the new ehief engineer 
has had time to studv the plans and 
evolve hie own methods. Mr. Wallace 
is criticised for his failure to appoint 
an assixtant chief engineer who would 
be familiar with his plans and able to 
continue the work in his absence. Ihe 
commission provided for an assistant 
to Mr. Wallace to guard against any 
such contingency as has arisefh, but he 
neglected to select a man fdr the place 
Just before leaving the isthmus Mr. 
Wallace placed W. B. Dauchy, a divi- 
rion enginecr, in charge. Mr. Dauchy’s 
ability in his own pcsition is no: 
doubted. but Mr. Taft thinks that his 
familiarity with the work does not ex- 
tend beyond his own district, and that 
he knows nothing of the plans for the 
entire work. Therefore, except for the 
exeavation at Culebra cut it is feared 
that the work will practically. be at a 
standstill until the new chief engineer 
has worked out his own plans. It Is 
for these r®fascons, and especially the 
bollef that the railroads have tempted 
Mr. Wallace away in a conspiracy to 
eripple the canal enterprise, that the 
resentmont of the President and Sec- 
retary Taft ia so pronounced.

Upon these representations he said he 
gave $7600 to Cox and $0000 to Cook to 
do the necessary ‘“‘influencing’’. of the 
Senator. 

Cox. testified that he gave $2500 to 
Cook to-give to Covington after having 
“seen’’ Covington and finding his ‘‘at- 
titude’’ on the bill.

TRUST CAPTURES 
PUTTSBURG STEEL 


Secures a Billet Agreement, for 
Five Years Involving Mill- 
ion Tons of the Metal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 30.—One of the 
biggest steel orders In history was made 
public when President Wallace H. Rowe 
formally announced that the Pittsburg 
Steel Co. had awarded its contract to the 
Steel Trust. 

The Pittsburg Steel Co. has agreed to 
purchase its entire requirement of 
‘Bessemer’ and “open hearth” billets 
from the steel corporation for a period 
of not less than five years, commencing 
July 1. The local company is a con- 
sumer of 200,000 tons of billets a year, 
and:for the term of years it will aggre- 
gate 1,000,000 tons, the largest single or- 
der ever placed. 

Official prices of billets at present are 
321 per ton, but premiums reaching from 
$4 to $% are being paid. It is estimated 
that the deal involves from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000, as pig iron is not expecied to 
drop lower than the present rates. 

Announcement of the deal will create 
considerable surprise in industrial and 
financial circles throughout the country. 
It was generally believed that the John 
Ww. Gates interests were progressing 
favorably in the endeavor to get control 
of the local company, or at least make 
a successful bid for its billet supply.

“result that they have been able to ren- 
der invaluable assistance to the farm- 
ers in the care of their lands. 

In every district of the State sub- 
stations have been established, so that 
the local conditions may be thorough- 
ly studied and the farmer brought to 
an intimate knowledge of the benefits 
to be derived by the application of 
science in the cultivation of the soil. 

The greatest work of Dr. Hilgard has 
been in regard to the elimination of the 
alkali in the great arid stretches of 
land in the West. Where a few years 
ago were dry, barren tracts, now fer- 
tlle fields of great value bring enor- 
mous revenues to the men who, acting 
under the advice of Dr. Hilgard and 
his corps of assistants, succeedsd in 
the work of reciamation. 

Another matter which is being given 
very great attention by the agricultural 
department of the university is the seri- 
ous falling off of late of the number of 
bushels per acre in the wheat crop. For- 
merly # bushels per acre of this cereal 


were easily raised, now 18 or W bush- 
els is the best result obtained from a 
single acre 
Every effort is being made to arrive at 
the cause of the trouble and the results 
of the investigations are being awaited 
with great interest by agriculturists. 
One of the most interesting facts in 
connection with this scientific treatment 
of soll is the use of bacteria for fertiiza- 
tion. These bacteria have been isolated 
and cultivated, and it is found that 
when the ground has been inoculated 
with them nitrofaction of the soil takes 
place, giving to the plant all the nitro- 
gen necessary for its healthy growth.

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Serer aod we Was Closest Yate and Harvard ard Mawel wick 
_ tn Years—Crimson Captured Its Share of Honors by 
Winning Freshmen and Four-Oared Events.

NEW LONDON, Conn., June #—Yale 
and Harvard, victor and vanquished, are 
Treating today and discussing yesterday's 
‘great "varsity race. Various explana- 
tions are made for the failure of Yale 
to win by a broader margin, for the 
contest was so close that Harvard di- 
vides the honors. 

Yale's admirers had been deieatatiog an 
easy victory for the sons of Old Eli and 
now they are explaining why they won 
by only a length, while the Harvard fol- 
lowers point to the closeness of the 
struggle as the only explanation needed 
from them. 

It was a bruising four-mile drive over 
the ‘varsity course on the Thames Riv- 
er and the twenty-fifth annual race 
between the two colleges over the 
course and will go down in history as 
one of the gamest struggies ever put 
up by the wearers of the crimson. [ft 
wus “pull Dick” and “pull Devil’ from 
the crack of the starter’s pisto! to the 
ultimate flags marking the finish. At 
no time was there open water between 
the flying stern of the Yale boat and 
the clearing cut-water of Harvard. 

The time of the winner was 22m. 
3% 2te. Harvard's time was 22m. 36s. 
About 25,000 spectators saw the race 
from the long observation trains, from 
hilitops, from the high decks of great 
steamers and from the multitudinous 
vészeis &lustered along the wide water 
lane from start to finish. 

Yale got the jump on Harvard as far 
as the quickness of her sewing and re- 
covery was concerned, but it is doubt- 
ful if her shell went anything to the 
good in the few wild strokes at the 
start off. Both crews were so cager 
and so full of vim that they raked 
thelr oars through the water without 
driving them to their proper depth. In 
half a dozen strokes the crews sett] 
down to everything their coaches had 
ever taught them tn the way of rowing, 

At the half mile Yale had increased 
her lead to a bare length, hauling her 
oars through at 3% to the minute. Har 
vard, too, was rowing at 34 and hold- 
ing the prow Of her boat even with 


Yale's rudder. The way the Crimson 
held. on was astonishing. 

At the three-mile 
seemed to hang in the Harvard boat 
and the shell slowly sagged tack un- 
tll Yale was once more in her old po- 
sition—a length to the good. Here the 
two crews were rowing 32 strokes to 
the minute. 

Now came the grueling part of the 
couree—the killing fourth mile—seem- 
ingly twice as long and twice as hard 
as the others. 

“Hit it up, Lawson,” “Doh’e give 
down, Mbier,” “Catch them. MHar- 
vari,” and then at lasta wild and con- 
certed yelling of “Look out, Yale!’’ for 


feyen in the last cable length Harvard 


was dying hard and the voice of the 
Crimson coxswain was heard calling 
for a sprint. 


A hundred yards from the finish flags 
the nose of Harvard's boat was exact- 
ly even with Yale's rudder. When Fii- 
ley hit up the stroke the Harvard boat 
seemed to spring forward like a race 
horse under a leash. It crept up rap- 
idly until it had gained a quarter of a 
length, but the flags were too near, 
an the effort was in vain. And so 
they trailed over the line with Yale 
three-quarters of a length in the van, 
in one of the gamest and closest races 
seen hereabouts in years. 

As thelr oars fell siack and limp in 
the locks Meler, the bowman in the 
Harvard's boat, drooped forward white 
and sick, with his arm training in the 
water, He seemed as though reaching 
for something in a dream. Ahead vf 
him Bacon had fallen forward in a 
half trance. Perceiving this Meler 
brought his arm out of the water and 
began to splash his comrade fraternal- 
ly. Filley sat erect, but with his hand 
ov his heart and gasping. Lawson was 
also in a bad way, but the others sat 
like sorrow-estricken, graven images. 
Tney had rowed a grand, game race, 
but they had lost and the trial was 
a hard one. Yale being victorious, had 
the incentive of victory to bear them 
up, although some of them were very 
tired at the finish. 

But-‘the honors of the day were not 
all with Yale. In the morning Har- 
vard simply walked away from the 
Blue In the four-oared varsity and the 
eightwared freshmen paces. At no 
stage of these races did Yale have a 
chance to win, 

The time for the freshmen race was 
959. The foltrr-oared event was won in 
11:22. f

here. 

The men had wrestied 10 minutes 
when Cnaki began his fighting tactics, 
pushing Swanson over the ropes and on

to the stage floor heavily. Swanson lost 
consciousness, so brutal was Cnaki’s 
treatment, but he recovered and got one 
fall, which was not allowed. This de- 


cision angered his mob of local backers, 
which anger revived later, and Swan- 
son, watching his chance, tossed Cnak! 
several feet into the crowd, which 
seemed the signal for a general rough 
and tumble fight between the wrestlers, 
in which seconds, backers, spectators 
and everybody but police joined. 

The fight finally developed into a riot, 
bottles being thrown  promircu*u- 
ly and everybody hitting everybody 
else. For protection the referee fied 
through the files with tickets, and the 
audience, to save themselves, resorte* 
to the fire escapes. Both men were ar- 
rested, but they were not held. There 
was no decision on the wrestling.

However, the later impression may 
be, the first among the parents was one 
of resentment, particularly as the 
money was later found in the desk of 
the boy who said he had lost it. It 
had fallen into a crack in the desk.

“Turn the the Boodlers Out of Prison,” Says Senator 
“Snake” Kinney; “They Have Served the Purpose for 
Which They Were Imprisoned; ane Escaped’ 


Fourth Ward Statesman Asks 
Gov. Folk to Pardon Con- 
victed Men on the Fourth of 
July, or, if That Is Too 
Early, on Thanksgiving or 
Christmas — Says Such Ac- 
tion Would Show Him to Be 
Merciful. 


Senator “Snake"’ Kinney wants to free 
all the St. Louls boodlers now in the 
Missouri Penitentiary. tie not only 
Wants to see them freed, but he has 
asked Gov. Folk to’ free them. 

He declares such an act would make 
Folk, ‘the most popular man in Amer- 
ica.’’ 

The Governor has promised to give the 
matter his attention. 

“Governor,” said Kinney at the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel Wednesday evening, “would 
you receive a suggestion frum me con- 
cerning what I think would be a Christ- 
lan act that would Interest and bene- 
fit the public?’’ 

“Yes, Tom, I would,’ answered Gov. 
Folk; for while the views and practices 
of the Governor and the Fourth Ward 
statesman have not always coincided. 
they are on good terms, and on at least 
one occasion the Senator’s shadow was 
thrown athwart the threshold of the 
Executive Mansion during the period of 
the last Legislature. “‘Wnat is it?’ 

“I want to suggest that you celebrate 
the Fourth of July by pardoning al) of 
the Bt. Louis boodlers in the pentten- 
tiary.’ 

He then set forth his reasons briefly, 
and the Governor promised to think it 
over.

Proposal Is Indorsed. 


spoken to me about it since my talk 
with the Governor, and only one has 
raised any objection. He is a rich shoe 
inaaufacturer. He said, ‘That would be 
all right after a while, but don’t you 
think it is a little premature?’ 

“l believe the public is in favor of 
liberating these men. JuSt go to a tele- 
phone and call up a lot of business 
men, preachers and priests, indiscrimi- 
nately, and see what they say. I don't 
believe you would find any serious ob- 
jection to my suggestion. 

““You see, while these men have not 
yet served their terms, they have 
served the purpose for which they were 
sent to the penitentiary. 

“They have already been humiliated 
as much as they can possibly be. The 
public has been taught a great lesson 
by their imprisonment. The fate of 
these men will be a lasting warning 
to all others who are inclined to do 
wrong. 

“If they stay in prison and serve out 
their two, three or seven years, or 
whatever their terms are, they will be 
runied when they come out—poverty- 
stricken, disgraced, their business and 
most of their friends gone. 


May Become Good Citizens. 

“As it is, if they are let out now, the 
chances are that most of them wil! 
jur.p right back into business again 
and become good citizens. 

“Not one of them ever broke the law 
in any other way. All of them were in 
business of some kind or other. Now 
they are all broke. 

“There they are, a lot of poor devils, 
without a dollar, you might say, strict- 
ly up against it, disgracéd and a bur- 
den on the State, while the big fellows 
who got them into all this trouble are 
free. 

“Is it right for us to punish these 
men. do you think, and let the big boo.- 
lers off without a word? 

“Now, just let me show you. There 
was Jerry Hannigan. He had a shop in 
North St. Louis and used to shoe horses 
himeelf while he was a member of the 
House of Delegates. Nobody ever ac- 
cused him of dishonesty up to the time 
he got in this trouble. 


Boodlers Who Worked. 


“Charlie Schnettler had a saloon in 
South St. Louls and was popular, 
though poor. Now his business is gone. 

“Emil Hartman worked in an _ iron 
foundry and was poor. 

“Harry Faulkner was foreman of a 
quarry and worked as hard as anybody. 
He used to get up at § o'clock fn the 
morfning and ate in a shack out on 
Spring avenue, near Chouteau. I know. 
because I've been there with him. 

“Ed Bersch was in the insurance bus!- 
ness, but now he is ag poor as the rest 
of them. 

“Charlie Denny was a yailroad clerk 
for 20 years, and was always honest and 
respected. He got married while his 
sentence was pending and now his 
young wife is left @ to support her- 
self. His mother very old and his 
father was killed by a street car after

“Besides, some of them will get out 
in 18 months, under the three-fourths 
rule; so why not let them all out, in 
spite of the difference in their sen- 
tences, since they were all sent up for 
practically the same thing? 

“Then, again, the boodlers tn the 
Legislature got off light, and some of 
them have never been punished at all. 
One Senator was fined $100 for accepting 
money. Does it seem right for to punish 
these St. Louis men with terms of sev- 
eral years apiece and let the ones who 
sold out the State off so easy? 

“At the time these men got into 
trouble the spirit of graft was in the air. 
Almost everybody, it seemed, was look- 
ing for a plece of money. The get-rich- 
quick companies were flourishing, and 
taking a bribe was considered a joke. 

“Now it is different. Bribery is no 
longer a ‘conventional offense,’ as Sam 
Priest said. And everybody knows it. 
That's why I say that these men have 
served their purpose. It was through 
them that the public was taught these 
things. It was the prosecution of them 
that aroused public interest in the im- 
portance of elections. 


Not Going Back on Record. 


“Gov. Folk knows that; and it seems 
to me that it would be a fine thing for 
him to show. himself to be a merciful 
Governor, as well as a hard prosecutor, 
by letting these men out of prison. He 
wouldn't be going back on his record by 
doing that, and it would make him the 
post popular man in America. 

“A good time for it would be the 
Fourth of July—that was the day they 
declared the republic, wasn’t 
Thanksgiving or Christmas would suit 
me just as well.

The one doubt is of leadership. -Are there among 
the insurgents men who have the gifts of initia- 
tive, organization and command. At present such 
men are not in sight. The revolutionary explosion 
resembles that in France in 1789, when passion and 
speculation united to overthrow the antiquated 
monarchy. The French had no leaders except Mira- 
beau. They had thinkers, far too many thinkers, but 
among them there was a pitiful lack of practical 
wisdom and political sagacity. 

But as leaders soon appeared in idee, so they 
may be expected to come forward in Russia. -While 
the speculative philosophers of the Legislativé As- 
sembly and the Convention discussed dreams and 
sent one another to the guillotin, the agmy was pro- 
ducing leaders of the highest ability, And it. is 
noteworthy that the greatest of these except Car- 
not were of humble stock. 
| The Russian people are né worse off, so far as 
education goes, than were the French in 1789. If 
they have equal mental and moral powers there is 
no reason to belicve that similar conditions will 
not bring out similar talents.

AUSTIN Tex., June 30.—The Supreme 
Court has reversed and remanded the 
caes of Barkley against Dumke, from 
Tarrant and therein decided a new and 
novel question. It was to the effect that 
a second marriage where one party was 
not divorced was sufficiently binding 
to permit valid transfers of real es- 
tate, as husband and wife. 

Mrs. Dumke was married at the age 
of 1 to J. W. Wood, who had been 
previously married, but of whom the 
court record says, “whose wife was at 
that time living and undivorced.’’ After 
the marriage they sold some real estate 
in Fort Worth to Barkley, neither the 
latter nor Mrs. Wood knowing of 
Wood's o her wife. Subsequently Mrs. 
Wood was divorced and married Dumke, 
but after all matters had been settled 
in the business transaction. She then 
instituted proceedings against Barkley 
to recover the property, alleging that 
wood had no right to join in its sale,

CHICAGO, June 30.—Sensational de- 
velopments in the crusade against child 
slavery which has -been started by 
Superintendent of Compulsory Educa- 
tion and State Factory Inspector 
Davies expected. It is declared by 
Mr. that the fault lies not s° 
much the Italians and Greeks as 
with American families and institutions. 

Many Chicago home finding institu- 
tions and agencies keep no record of 
children whom they place in families, 
and it is declared they seem to care 
nothing about the future welfare of the 
children. 

Mr. Bodine will ask the reputable 
agents and institutions to ¢o-operate 
with him in driving the suspicious ones 
out of business. Steps will be taken to 


place the foster parents of children| 


under some sort of surveillance which 
will assure decent homes for the ehil- 
dren. 

Two recent cases declared by Mr. 
Bodine to be deplorable are those of 
Alma Lingren and Bertha Barout. In 
the former case a local home-finding 
agency and a New York orphan asylum 
are held responsible. 

Alma Lingren, a girl only 13 years 
old, was shipped from New York to 
John Raise, 5611 La Sarte street, Chi- 
cago, a home-finding agent. One of the 
child's parents is alive in New York. 
The Lingren child, & is charged, was 
found doing the housework of a large 
family living at 386 Prairie avenue. 


A Pathetic Case. 

Bertha Barout was sold by her fa- 
ther to Elias Obeld, a Tripolitan, who 
shipped her to his brother George, who 
lives at 63 South Western avenue, 
where, it is charged, the girl does 
housework, takes care of Obeld’s five 
children, cleans out the store, which is 
in front of the living quarters, does the 
ee and whatever else a family 
of seven may require. The girl does not 
speak a word of English. . 

Mrs. Obeid gave tne age of the child 
as 13, but her passport showed her to 
De between 9 and 11, entitling ner to 
half fare. Shc and about ten Other girls 
were shipped at the same time to Agiz 
Atyek of Statington, Pa. From that 
point the girls were distributed to who- 
ever purchased them. It was rather dif. 
ficult to learn the girl's story, as she 
speaks no English, and Mrs. Oveid, who 
acted ag interpreter, uses a peculiar 
mixture of French and English which
